The flyers were expected to pass 
over this vicinity. within a few 
hours after midnight. They were 
last sighted over Fastnet Rock, 
Irish Free State.

PENDINE, Wales, July 22.—Capt. 
James A. Mollisor and his wife, 
Amy Johnson, both noted distance 
flyers, took off from here at 11 a. 
m. today (5 a. m. St. Louis time) 
to fly across the Atlantic to New 
York. 

In contrast to stormy weather 
that caused their plane, the two- 
motored Seafarer, to crash on the 
first takeoff attempt June 8, the 
weather was favorable as the plane 
took the air. 

They planned to reach New York 
tomorrow night, tnen after a short 
rest, fly back across the Atlantic to 
try to set a new long distance rec- 
ord, heading gerierally for Bag- 
dad. 

Capt. Mollison, who made _ the 
first solo East-to-West flight over 
the Atlantic last August, watched 
the final arrangements being made 
and saw to it that everything was 
shipshape. 

His wife, who last November set 
a London-to-Capetown record, 
jumped into the cockpit beside her 
husband at the dual controls. She 
wore white overalls. 

“Now for the greatest adventure 
of my life,” she exclaimed. 

There was very little wind as 
Moliison opened the throttle and 
began the run along the beach for 
the takeoff. 

There was a burst of cheering 
from the crowd as the Seafarer 
took off. After reaching a height 
of 200 feet, Mollison swung its nose 
toward the open Atlantic and the 
Mollisons were off for New York. 
The Mollisons had waited more 
than a month on the weather. This 
was the first time they have flown 
together in quest of a record. They 
were married last July 29. He is 
28 years old, she is 24.

Wants Differential for South. 

The Tuscaloosa Chamber of Com- 
merce noted “with alarm” that no 
wage differential between the 
South and other sections was recog- 
nized in the blanket agreement, and 
was “gravely apprehensive of its 
ability to compete with other sec- 
tions, unless such a diffeerntial was 
maintained.” 

Joseph Mesmer wired from Santa 
Monica, Cal., to tell the President 
that the blanket agreement “in- 
trenches labor so firmly and arro- 
gantly that capital will be com 
pellied to capitulate.” The agree- 
ment provides for a minimum wage 
of $14 for a 35-hour week, with 
exceptions up to $15 a week and 
40 hours. 

N. N. Harris of Scarsdale, N. Y., 
entreated the President by tele- 
graph to consider “the humiliation 
and embarrassment of thousands 
of patriotic and well-wishing em- 
ployers,” who are “economically 
unable” to meet the foregoing con 
ditions. He has a substitute plan 
which he offers to bring to Wash- 
ington whenever Mr. Roosevelt is 
ready to see him. 

J. J. Maloney, president of the 
Decatur (Ill.) Association of Com- 
merce, wired that he felt a “patri- 
otic duty” to organize a committee 
to sign up employers in his area, 
but an hour later came back with 
the following message: “Kite man- 
ufacturer reports Philadelphia job- 
bers buying Japanese kites at 75 
cents a gross less than his price, 
making it impossible to compete 
under recovery act.

It will have alter- 
nating and direct current, 110 ard 
220-voit lines and single wire, two- 
phase and three-phase circuits. 

University’s Statement. 

“The building and the endow- 
ment,” said a university announce- 
ment, “are a testimony to the im- 
portance of and the great progress 
being made in physics and in par- 
ticular to the place of distinction 
which the present staff of the de- 
pattment, headed by Prof. A. L. 
Hughes, holds in this scientific 
field. Prof. Hughes is an authority 
in the field of photo-electricity. 

“Special attention ‘will continue 
to be given to research in the new 
building and the facilities for that 
purpose are greatly increased. The 
endowment of the department af- 
fords a permanent basis upon which 
the future work can be organized 
and provides a stabilized program 
of future activity. It is also in line 
with the high-development of the 
scientific departments in the uni- 
versity and in accordance with the 
progress of the pure sciences in 
late years and the increasingly 
fundamental part that they play in 
our présent knowledge and educa- 
tion.” 

The last large gift to Washington 
University was $850,000, made by 
Joseph B. Givens, retired architect 
and contractor, in November, 1930, 
for the architectural building, Giv- 
ens Hall, opened in memory of his 
parents last October. He gave 
$300,000 for the structure, $100,000 
to endow it and $450,000 for the 
nucleus of a scholarship fund for 
the architectural school.

SOLICITORS OF FEES IN HOME 
LOAN SERVICE SOUGHT 


-An investigation~ of individuals 
or firms who have offered, for a 
fee, to assist applicants for loans 


from the Federal Home Loan Cor- 
poration to get their loans was or- 
dered yesterday by Assistant U. S. 
District Attorney Claude Crooks. 

More than a dozen persons have 
complained to Crooks and to G. 
C. Vandover, director of the Home 
Loan Corporation for Missouri that 
they’ answered advertisements in 
the newspapers of individuals or 
firms that offer to renew home 
loans, only to be solicited for fees 
ranging from $10 to $50 by the ad- 
vertisers to represent them in get- 
ting loans through the Home Loan 
Corporation. 

The law creating the home loan 
corporation provides that “no per- 
son, partnership, association or 
corporation shall make any charge 
in connection with a loan from the 
corporation or the exchange of its 
bonds” and provides a penalty of 
not to exceed five years in the 
penitentiary and a fine of $10,000 
for violation of the section. The 
Department of Justice will be in 
charge of the investigation. 


TWO REPORT BEING FIRED ON 


HARRISBURG, Ill, July 22.— 
Melvin Henry, president of the Pro- 
gressive Miners’ Union local here, 
told police those shots were fired at 
his house last night from a passing 
automobile.

LONDON, July 22.—Representa- 
tives of the silver producing and 


holding countries at the world eco- 
nomic conference signed tonight an 
agreement the provisions of which 
seek to increase the price of the 
{metal which ie used for money by 
nearly half the population of the 
globe. 

. The accord was regarded as a vic- 
tory for the persistent efforts of 
Senator Key Pittman of Nevada, 
who has been carrying on untiring 
negotiations for rehabilitation of the 
silver market. | 

In Pittman’s hotel suite the rep- 
resentatives of. India, China and 
Japan, whose coffers are bulging 
with monetary silver, of the United 
States, Mexico, Canada, Australia 
and Peru, the great world pro- 
ducers; completed a memorandum 
which calls for restriction of silver 
sales for four years. 

When ratified by the home gov- 
ernments the document will take 
the form of a treaty. 

No Monetary Silver Sales. 

The big producers will absorb 
from mine production amounts of 
silver equivalent to the sales of 
holding countries. They will hold 
this metal for monetary use while 
agreeing not to sell any monetary 
silver. 

Signature of the pact was de- 
scribed by Senator Pittman as “the 
most dramatic moment of my life.” 
In his long efforts the Nevada Sen- 
ator has been assisted by Edward 
Bruce, silver expert. 

When the accord is ratified it 
will make effective a resolution 
adopted by the monetary commis- 
sion of the conference under which 
states agreed to cease debasing 
silver coinage and to increase, 
where feasible, the use of the white 
metal for small pieces of money. 

Although the American delega- 
tion was unable to obtain in the 
conference itself an agreement for 
as extensive use of silver for mone- 
tary purposes as had been hoped, 
Pittman felt that the pact between 
the silver nations went far toward 
removing the pressure which has 
broken down the price of the metal 
to the lowest level in history. 

Experts explained that this de- 
moralization arose chiefly from 
dumping of silver on the world 
market by countries diminishing 
its monetary use, chiefly India. 

American specialists said the 
principal result of this situation 
was to reduce the purchasing pow- 
er of such countries as Mexico and 
China for American and other for- 
eign goods. 

India to Restrict Sales. 

The most important part of the 
accord is the provision that India 
shall restrict silver sales to a year- 
ly average of 35,000,000 ounces over 
four years starting next Jan. 1, 
while producing countries will ab- 
sorb an equivalent amount.

Louisans in the corps, and the to- 
tal of their contributions to their 
families is about $62,500 a month.

The semi-annual survey by the 
National Association of Real Es- 
tate Boards tabulates reports from 


member boards in various cities of 
the country. The current study 


covers 245 cities. Of the 245 cities, 
39 per cent report a more active 
real estate market than that of last 
year at this time; 34 per cent re- 
port a less active market, 27 per 
cent state that activity is approxi- 
mately on last year’s level. 

The February survey of this 
year showed 65 per cent of the 
cities with a market less active 
than the previous year, 24 per cent 
in a stationary condition, and 11 
per cent with increased activity. 
The low of the four-year depres- 
sion period was reached in July of 
1932, when 69 per cent of the cities 
reporting showed declining activity 
and 9 per cent increased activity. 

The recent gain is most general 
in the East South Central section,

tion, 50 per cent; in the Pacific 
section 55 per cent. The strongest 
pick-up so far is in the group of 
cities of between 200,000 and 500,- 
000 population, of which 55 per cent 
report rising activity. 
Prices Generally Lower. 

Prices still are lower than those 
of last year in 78 per cent of the 
cities reporting. They are higher 
in 3 per cent and approximately on 
last year’s level in 19 per cent. The 
West South Central section shows 
the most, advanced pick-up, with 
20 per cent of the cities here re- 
porting higher prices.

Morgenthau Responds to Ap- 
peal From Farmer. About 
“‘Steady’”’ Foreclosures. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON. July 22.—<Acting 
instructions by President 
Roosevelt, Henry Morgenthau Jr., 
governor of the Farm Credit Ad- 
ministration, today urged patience 
by farm mortgage holders contem- 
plating court action to begin dispos- 
sessing farmers in default on mort- 
gages covering their homes. 
He renewed the appeal made by 
the President on May 12 when the 
farm mortgage bill was tigned 
making $2,000,000,000 available for 
refindncing farm mortgages and 
$200,000,000 for special loans to 
farmers faced by foreclosure. 
Already farmers in serious fi- 
nancial straits have applied for 
loans of more than $100,000,000 from 
the latter fund, administered by rep- 
resentatives 
Commissioner through each of the 
12 Federal land banks. 
It was reported, however, that re- 
financing of mortgages under the 
larger plan is proceeding slowly, but 
mortgage holders, looking for fi- 
nancial improvement: of farmers, 
are generally hoping that they will 
soon receive full payment of their 
due and over-due claims. 
It was also reported that as a 
result of this changed outlook, 
mortgage holders are showing a 
decided unwillingness to scale down 
their debt claims. 
Loans from the smaller fund, 
which are in great demand, can be 
made on second mortgages on land 
or on other property up to 75 per 
cent of the appraised value of the 
farmer’s possessions after deduct- 
ing the amount of the first mort- 
gage and other prior liens. 
Mortgage Holders Want 100 Pct. 
This is essential in most cases 
before mortgage refinancing will be 
possible under the act, which limits 
the amount the Government can 
pay for first mortgages to 50 per 
cent of the appraised normal value 
of the land and 20 per cent of the 
insured permanent improvements. 
Many of the mortgages, due to the 
depreciation in land values, now 
represent a sum in excess of the 
amount which could be offered 
them for their claim under the 
appraisal limitation.

AVING had toa large degree a planned 
 comestic economy; the countries in .the 

north of Europe have been able to. with- 
stand the inroads of the world depression 
more successfully than those countries in 
which capitalism was almost completely un- 
controlled and unregulated. But now the 
‘stagnation of world trade has made itself felt 
everywhere. The chief difficulties’ in Russia 
today, where the state is absolute master of 
the economic life, arise, according to most 
authorities, from the chaotic condition of in- 
ternational trade. 


Russia must sell her wheat and timber to 
get machinery to carry on the five-year plan. 
England must sell her coal and cotton goods 
to get the necessaries of life. Sweden must 
sell her iron and lumber, Norway must sell 
her fish, Denmark her butter and bacon in 
order to receive in return essential products 
not found within the country’s own borders. 
Every European state is far from being a 
self-sustaining, complete economic unit. 


How Sweden Is Facing 
Unemployment Problem. 

But here in the north because the govern- 
ment, the co-operatives, and the trade unions 
have organized certain fields with a coher- 
ent, carefully planned economy — as the 
writer has attempted to show in the three 
preceding articles—the worst effects of the 
world depression have been felt only within 
the last year and a half. Now, however, the 
situation, as with the rest of the world, is 
admittedly very serious. 


At the end of March of this year there 
were approximately 185,000 persons unem- 
ployed in Sweden. This was in contrast with 
about 1,000,000 persons. gainfully employed 
in all occupations, including workers on wage 
on farms and in timbering operations. This 
ratio of unemployment to employment is sie.’ 
portionately less than that in the United 
States or Great Britain, but it is large enough 
to consitute a very serious problem which the 
present Social-Democratic Government pro- 
poses to solve by a plan that is relatively 
more drastic.in its intention than any scheme 
yet contemplated seriously by any other na- 
tion. 


Reserve Works Plan 
’ dm Operation Since 1914. 


‘Until the number of unemployed grew to 
such proportions the established plan of “re- 
gerve works” was sufficient to take up the in- 
dustrial slack.

In 1914 state authorities realized that the 
unemployment which set in with the outbreak 
of the World War was ond the poor law 
dole of the communes.

Free Housing for Workers 


and Neediest Come First. 

The workers are provided with adequately 
equipped housing accommodations free of 
charge.

A Thrust at Democracy. 


When scores and scores of na- 
tionals are participating In con- 
ference, it inevitably assumes the 
aspect of a parliament with all the 
inconveniences generally known 
and deplored. 

How could any illusions be en- 
tertained as to the results of a 
conference at which were present 
2000 delegates from more than 60 
countries? It is an external pre- 
tense or conventional falsity to 
burn incense to democratic equal- 
ity, that neither exists in nature 
nor has ever existed in history. 
Instead of convoking scores of 
countries whose circumstances 
have no great influence in deter- 
mining the course of life, it would 
have been much better to call to- 
gether those countries which have 
world interests and which do not 
number more than a dozen. 

When these countries mgeach 
agreement on economic peace, it 
would be given to at least 75 per 
cent of the total population of the 
globe. This fact would havé had 
effective repercussions, even in the 
other minor countries. 

In this, I do not wish to ignore 
or diminish the importance of cer- 
tain states. 
they have legitimate interests, 
though limited, and can only be 
properly cared for if the great 
states, which have major respon- 
sibilities and a greater number of 
inhabitants, first come to agree- 
ment.

President Green of the A. F. of L. An- 
swers Post-Dispatch Editorial. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I AM writing to tell you that some 
friend in St. Louis sent me a clipping 

from the St. Louis Post-Dispatch of July 

11, containing your editorial entitled “A 

Challenge to American Labor.” 

I read this editorial with a feeling of 
satisfaction and of deep interest. In this 
, editorial, you emphasized the tremendous 
opposition which organized labor has 

_ » been forced to contend with, and which it 
** ig now meeting, notwithstanding the 
enactment of the Recovery ‘Act. 

As you have well stated, the organized 
labor movement has been strongly op- 
posed by many powerful employers of 
labor. These opponents of organized la- 
bor have been ruthless in their Opposi- 
tion; they discharged workers because 
they joined labor unions; they persecuted 
them through the application of the 
blacklist; families were evicted from 
company hotses and, as a result, men 

*. and women who dared join unions have 
been forced to suffer from hunger, dis- 
tress and persecution. . 

Of late years, Many employers of la- 
bor have opposed trade unionism through 
the establishment of company unions. 
Through such organizations, the man- 
agement of the company was able to 

* @ontrol and dominate completely the 
. economic and social life of the workers. 
It is perfectly proper in the light of 
* -all these facts to ask-the question: How 
has it been possible for trade unions to 
survive at all? 
e ° * 

Membership in trade unions on the part 
of the workers employed by many of 
these corporations is not a matter of 
indifference, but instead a matter of fear 
—fear of economic persecution. This fact 
is being clearly demonstrated now. When 
the door of opportunity to organize has 
been thrown wide open and working peo- 
ple have been made free through the 
operation of Section 7 of the Recovery 
Act, hundreds of thousands of workers 
are breaking away from the restraint and 
fear which controlled them and are step- 
ping out, joining bona-fide, independent 
trade unions. 

Your criticism of the craft idea of 
unionism may or may not be well found- 
ed. There is a wide difference of opin- 
ion as to this particular question of pro- 
cedure. Labor has not yet forgotten the 
experience of the Knights of Labor. When 
workers were accepted into membership 
in,one big union, and because such plans 
proved to be unworkable, the Knights of 
Labor passed out. On the other hand, 
the American Federation of Labor, found- 
ed upon the trade plan of organization, 
has lived for more than half a century, 
has met the opposition to which I have 
herein referred and has continued to ex- 
ercise tremendous influence in the eco- 
nomic and social life of the nation. 

Please bear in mind that labor is just as 
militant and aggressive as it has ever 
been. Even the unorganized, controlled 
by desperate fear, look to the American 
Federation of Labor to speak for them. 

It was the organized labor movement, 
which you deprecate in your éditorial 
because it has not succeeded in organ- 
izing all the workers in the mass pro- 
duction industries, which secured the 
enactment of the injunction relief mea- 
sure, which sucteeded in preventing the 
confirmation of the appointment of Judge 
Parker, and which prevailed upon Con- 
gress to write Section 7, guaranteeing the 
right of workers to organize, into the 
Recovery Act. It id this labor movement 
that is now speaking for the workers at 
the. public hearings in Washington, as- 
sembling data, facts and information and 
presenting them, not only in support of 
the economic claims of the organized 
workers but of the unorganized as well.

Again, may I ask you to look around 
about you? There is no opposition to the 
church, no hostile corporations persecut- 
ing the people because they join church 
organizations, and yet the church has not 
persuaded all to become members. Fra- 
ternal organizations have suffered. In 
fact, most every line of organized ef- 
fort has failed during the last four

public works section, the Government has appropri- 
ated the vast sum of $3,300,000,000 for expenditure 
on all types of public works.

There remains $2,725,000,000 
for other purposes, including gifts to states for con- 
servation work, slum clearance, construction of pu 
lic buildings, sewer systems, schools or whatever 
kinds of improvements states desire. 

These gifts are limited to 80, per cent of Ahe cost 
of labor and materials on any eligible public works 
project. The remaining 70 per cent myst be raised 
by the states, except that for fundamentally neces: 
sary improvements, such as water systems, the Gov- 
ernment may lend the 70 pér cent, at 4 per cent, the 
loan to be retired in 30 years or less. For states to 
take full advantage of the Recovery Act, however, 
they will have to be ready to put up their own Tunds 
to obtain the 30 per cent outright grant. 

To this end, we suggest for Missouri an expenditure 
of $100,000,000 or more, 70 per cent to be raised by 
State bond issue and 30 per cent to be received from 
the Government, the money to be spent on the State 
University, the schools, penal and eleemosynary insti- 
tutions, the State parks and rivers and other projects, 
as many of the last as possible to be self-liquidating. 
In this connection, wé regard as self-liquidating mon- 
ey spetit to develop the resort features of the Ozarks,. 
hitherto sadly neglected, which would greatly increase 
the influx of tourists into Missouri. A® it happens, 
the basis for a large capital expenditure by Missouri 
exists in the seven-volume report of the State Sur- 
vey Commission, thade in 1930, advising a 12-year 
program of vital improvements in State institutions. 

Boiled down, what the Federal Government has 
done is this: (1) It has balanced the budget, ao far 
as current running expenses are concerned; (2) it

We should like to point out the serious conse 
quences of Missouri’s failure to act. In income taxes, 


millions a year to the Federal Government, and it 
will continue to do #0, regardless of what action Wwe 
take under the Recovery Act. If we take no action, 
Missouri will find itself paying for improvements in 
other states, improvements of no conceivable bene- 
fit to our citizens. For it is certain that other states 
are not going to overlook the opportunity to obtain 
public works of all kinds at a 30 per cent discount. 
‘Moreover, Missouri will continue to pay vast sums 
for relief of the unemployed, now said to agere- 
gate $1,000,000 a month, a condition the recovery 
plan is designed to eliminate. 

We submit, under the circumstances, the only 
sensible and business-like course for Missouri to pur- 
sue is to get on the national recovery bandwagon, 
even at the price of a temporary increase in taxa- 
tion. That increase, if the recovery program is suc- 
cessful, will be like bread cast upon the waters. It 
will be returned a hundred-fold. As former Senator 
Wadsworth pointed out in a recent speéch before the 
United States. Chamber of Commerce, new construc- 
tion has been a powerful factor in pulling the coun- 
try out of all previous depressions, and'it is what 
we must have to pull us out of this one, That isa

When Louise Popp, 27-year-old telephone operator 
of New York, won $118,500 last month on her §$2 
Irish sweepstakes ticket on the British Derby, it was 
news by any definition of the term. Whatever one’s 
personal feeling might be on the morality of horse- 
racing or of gambling pools, it was of interest to 
know how this chance investment had brought the 
young woman a fortune. Yet, under the interpreta: 
tion of the Federal laws made two years ago, any 


newspaper that informed its readers of such an un-| 


usual incident would have been subject, at that time, 
to being barred from the mails. 

The New Deal at Washington takes a more com- 
monsense view of the matter. Postmaster-General 
Farley has issued a new and liberal interpretation 


publication of such human interest items as Miss 
Popp’s stroke of fortune. “The only publicity I 
would object to would be outright advertisement of 
the lotteries,” Mr. Farley said, emphasizing that pa- 
pers going’to this extreme would still be held account- 
able under the law. This is a reasonable restriction, 
of course. But as to the previous ban on printing 
accounts of uftisual winnings, we agree with Mr. 
Farley when he says: “If it is going to impair our 
morals to know what goes on in the world, that is 
@ problem for our pastors, not the Postoffice De- 
partment.” Lotteries are forbidden in this country, 
but they can be kept out only by the vigilance of the 
authorities, and not by suppression of legitimate news 
about them. Mr. Farley is to be commended for

The agreement would become effective Sept. 1, re-

N the first fortnight of the World

cisive alternatives. In the present case, it is 
Clear that there has beén no such prepara- 
tion, (2) It is a mistake to hold suth a con- 
ference unless its terms of reference are lim- 
ited and specific. Otherwise, the inevitable 
result is that all national divergences come 
forthwith to the surface, and in the effort 
to secure some kind of agreement which 
May save the conference’s face, broad gen- 
eral resolutions are passed in which the 
reservations are so many, the vagueness 89 
profound, that these resolutions cease to 
have definite meaning.

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Forest Reserves in Missouri

FORESTATION opportunity of a most 

inviting sort to this State and to the 
Fedéral Government is set forth in the pro 
gram for Missouri participation in publie 
works, sOon to be undertaken. The report. 
of the State committee is the most 
thorough éver made on this subject. It 
reveals that all of Missouri, and particu 
larly the Ozarks region, would benefit heav- 
ily from éven & moderate expenditure, mak 
ing something more than 125,000 acres of 
land now of little value for other purpos 
into national forest reserves. 

It isa notable fact that, while this State 
has a potential public forest area of 8,00 
000 acres, it is wholly without any Federal, 
State or county reserves. . Yet in the Ozark 
region there are & score or more counties 
with huge tracts that are sparsely timbered, 
poorly cultivated and unprofitable, even to 
thé limited populations in them. 

It is estimated that the cost to the Gov 
ernment of the slightly more than 500,000 
acres would be $1,000,000 or less, or only 
about $2 an acre. The soil in these areas, 
it is shown, is well adopted for forestation 
and of scant value for any other purpos¢ 


If these areas were set aside as desired 


Missouri, which now consumes more than 
four times its annual timber production, 
would be afforded in future years a timber 
supply of immense worth. \ 

The counties affected are so grouped that 
the Federal requirement of at least 100,000 
acres‘in any forest reserve *ould be recon 
ciled with the State limitation of 25,000 acres 
for such use in any single county. Besides, 
the State limitation may be raised still fur 
ther, the presént representing an increasé 
from only 2000 acres which was authorized 
b, the last Legislature. The first county 
land-use conference fecOmmended that the 
State restriction on Federal forest reserves 
be removed altogether.

FORESTATION opportunity of a most 

inviting sort to this State and to the 
Federal Government is set forth in the pro- 
gram for Missouri participation in public 
| works, soon to be undertaken. The report 
of the State committee is the most 
thorough ever made on this subject. It 
reveals that all of Missouri, and particu- 
larly the Ozarks region, would benefit heav- 
ily from even a moderate expenditure, mak- 
ing something more than 125,000 acres of 
land now of little value for other purpos 
intO national forest reserves. 

It is a notable fact that, while this State 
has a potential public forest area of 8,000,- 
000 acres, it is wholly without any Federal, 
State or county reserves. Yet in the Ozark 
region there are a score or more counties 
with huge tracts that are sparsely timbered, 
poorly cultivated and unprofitable, even to 
the limited populations in themi., 

It is estimated that the cost to the Gov- 

erhment of the slightly more than 500,000 
acres would be $1,000,000 or less, or only, 
about $2 an acre. The soil in these areas, 
it is shown, is well adopted for forestation 
and of scant value for any other purpo 
If these areas were set aside as desi 
Missouri, which now consumes more than 
four times its annual timber production, 
would be afforded in future years a timber 
supply of immense worth. \ 
The counties affected are so grouped that 
the Federal requirement of at least 100,000 
acres in any forest reserve -ould be recon- 
ciled with the State limitation of 25,000 acres 
for such use in any single county. Besides, 
the State limitation may be raised still fur- 
ther, the present representing an. increase 
from only 2000 acres which was authorized 
b. the last Legislature. The first county 
land-use conference recommended that the 
State restriction on Federal forest reserves 
be removed altogether. 

Tracts of marginal or submarginal land 

are subjected to wasteful erosion, the check 
ing of which cannot be left to the individual 
owner. All the tracts contribute in some 
measure to surplus production, ‘They fit 
into the administration program of rem 
ing such land from cultivation.

Conservatives held aloof, but their 
opposition was-passive rather than 
active. They gave indication of 
realizing that the compromise 
agreement was the most satisfac- 
tory which could be worked out for 
the good of the whole country. That 
is the way things are done here. 
Once the course has been chosen 
there is neither recession nor re- 
crimination; the ultimate action is 
accepted by all as representing the 
best that could be achieved. Both 
the Conservatives and the Social- 
Democrats have agreed that the ex- 
treme of Hitlerism and the extreme 
of Communism have no place in 
Sweden. 

To secure the support of the 
Farmer party the Social-Democrats 
made certain concessions.

“The wage scale was not the 
thing of essential importance,” 
Moeller said to the writer. “What 
we wahted to do was to re-employ 
the whole number of the unem- 
ployed. Even though we do not 
secure the union scale of wages, 
we will nevertheless pay a good 
wage—that is, we shall restore buy- 
ing power for one year to very 
nearly the level of 1930.

All ‘Parties Work Together in Full 
Co-operation. 

The final result is a program on 
which all parties unite. That is 
the interesting and important thing 
to the outside observer. Through- 
out the economic history of Sweden, 
Norway and Denmark one may 
trace this effective, working com- 
promise. It has been in this way 
that progress had been achieved; 


through co-operation, between So-/| 


cialists and Conservatives; between 
capital and labor; and always to 
the end that the whole people may 
live in a large measure of comfort 
and peace. There has been noth- 
ing grandiloquent, nothing fanati- 
cal, nothing even, in the strictest 
sense, idealistic about the modest 
economic reforms that have been 
achieved here; they have been 
practical and effective. 

It is easy in certain respects to 
dismiss the contribution of Sweden 
and the other Scandinavian coun- 
tries; to point out that they have 
never had to maintain the status 
of a major Power; that they have 
a homogeneous people who are of 
a stable and educable nature; that 
they are small in size and simple 
in economic structure. But when 
one has made these and other 
qualifications that occur, the fact 
of their contribution still remains.

Are Outmoded. 

There are those here in Sweden 
who say, of course, that the process 
of evolutionary socializing has gone 
further in other European coun- 
tries.. Prof. Eli Heckscher of the 
University of Commerce in Stock- 
holm, a conservative economist, 
holds that England has gone far- 
ther than Sweden.

Braking Safety Code 
For U.S. Adopted bys 
Brake Lining Makers 


Four-Wheel Brakes Excellent 
if They Stop Car in 20 
' Feet at 20 M. P. H. 


Working with Police Departments 
and with State and municipal auto- 
mobile authorities all over the 
country, the Asbestos Brake Lining 
Association, the national organiza- 
tion of brake lining manufacturers, 
announces a new simplified official 
code of safe stopping distances for 
automobiles. 

The association has started a na- 
tionwide campaign to reduce motor 
car accidents and will endeavor to 
have the code adopted by police 
and motorists in every city and 
town in the United States. 

The safety code, which is the re- 
sult of five years’ intensive field ob- 
servation and laboratory research 
by association experts and the en- 
gineering staffs of the member 
companies, covers stopping dis- 
tances of cars at 20 miles per hour 
as follows: Four-wheel brakes, ex- 
cellent, 20 feet; good, 25 feet; un- 
safe, 35 feet. 

Two-wheel brakes—Excellent, 30 
feet; good, 37 feet; unsafe, 45 feet. 

These tests at 20 miles an hour, 
the association feels, will reveal the 
safe or unsafe condition of brakes 
in traffic at its present high speed. 
The directors believe that more 
elaborate brake tables tend to con- 
fuse officials and motorists and are 
too quickly forgotten. 

The association has sent copies 
of its new simplified code to 5000 
police chiefs, state motor vehicle 
commissioners and automobile 
clubs, together with detail sugges- 
tions for the conduct of brake in- 
spection campaigns and a model 
brake performance ordinance for 
large and small communities.

ANY days, the expedition

This 
trip through the jungle is the price 
for the triumph and wonder of seeing 
first what no white man of one’s own 
epoch has seen. Count de Prorok 
adopts the attitude that tigers and 
crocodiles are expected and combat- 
able, but that poisonous spiders with 
furry legs, giant red ants which eat 
rats and rabbits, small venomous

of a man with his dog, and a laden 
donkey, crawling hesitantly along the 
narrow dirt path; all three were blind. 
Another disease in what Prorok says 
is rightly called ‘‘Green Hell” is the 
pinto, a sickness which ravages the 
natives, and which they say comes 
from eating crocodile meat. 

The animal life of the jungle is 
no more fatal than the. vegetable: 
venomous plants which produce a kind 
of sleeping sickness, others which are 
poisonous herbs and others which are 
virulent forms of poison ivy. 

The Lacandons themselves, whom 
the expeditions had come to see and 
study, are inveterate users of the poi- 
son dart. For days, going slowly 
through tne jungle, the expedition 
knew that they were followed and sur- 
rounded— and they saw no one. Final- 
ly, seeing that no harm had come to 
them, a delegation of pygmies came 
out of the jungle—there were presents 
-—trinkets—by the thousand, in the 
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packs of the expedition, to win the fa- 
vor of these dangerous little men. An 
Indian, who could speak some words 
which the pygmies seemed to under- 
stand, interpreted between the explor- 
ers and the Lacandons. The Lacan- 
dons took sugar, rum and “Xknives 
greedily, but their greatest joy was in 
enormous cheap alarm clocks, hung 
around the neck on a thick cord. 


HE Lacandons asked questions: 

had the white men come to steal 
their women? Did the dragons of the 
air mean that the end of the world 
was at hand? 

It appeared that the airplanes had 
so terrified the Lacandons that 
two old men were dead of fright. And 
since the first appearance of the 
planes three weeks before, ull the vil- 
lages were deserted and the natives 
had sought safety in the jungle, leav- 
ing everything behind them.

Though Evidence 


Furnished by the Lie Detector 
Is Not Accepted in Court, 
It Led to the Analysis 


of a Few Spoonfuls 
of Dust That, in Turn, 


Led to the Conviction 


of Maurice Meyer.

ROCK ISLAND, Illinois. 

OW that Maurice 
Meyer has been sent 
io prison for 90 
years as the slayer 
of Rose Gendler, 
the luboratory can 
credit itself with 
another victory in 
conflict with crime. 
Through analysis of 
a few spoonfuls of dust and the use 
of a “lie detector,’ authorities have 
found a solution to one of the most 
baffling murder mysteries in the po- 
lice annals of the Tri-Cities—the 
neighboring communities of Rock Is- 
land and Molings, Illinois, and Daven- 
port, Icwa, which are grouped around 
the confluence of the Mississippi and 
Rock rivers. 

Rose Gendler was a pretty and pop- 
ular girl of 22, who lived with her 
step-father and mother, Mr. and Mrs. 
Jacob Mark, and two step-brothers, 
sam and David Mark, in Rock Island. 
The house in which they resided be- 
longed to her, having been part of her 
father’s estate. The family was in 
modest circumstances, and .Rose had 
worked at various jobs usually as 
stenographer or clerk. At the time 
tragedy overtook her, she was em- 
ployed as an extra clerk for the Christ- 
mas trade in the toy department of a 
Davenport department store. 

At 9:30 o'clock the night of Decem- 
ber 21, 1932, Rose left the store and 
boarded a street car for home. At 
midnight she hadn’t arrived, and her 
anxious mother asked the police to 
look for her. At 4 o’clock the next 
morning a note demanding $2000 ran- 
som for the vounge woman was found 
pinned to the back door of her home. 
At 8 a. m. her body was discovered. 
incased in a gunny sack, it was lying 
on the frozen surface of the Rock 
River, under the Moline bridge. 

There were many wounds and 
bruises on the girl’s body. Apparently 
it had been dropped from the bridge in 
the belief it would break through the 
ice and remain hidden in the river 
until spring. But the ice was strong 
enough to withstand the impact of the 
132 pounds in the sack, and when 
the light came that frostv morning the 
grim bundle was in plain sight. 

The police of the Tri-Cities, follow- 
ing their practice of co-operation, be- 
gan a concerted effort to solve the mys- 
tery of Rose Gendler’s death. And 
they quickly found themselves up 
ugainst a blank wall in attempting to 
learn even why she was killed. It was 
at first thought that she had been 
criminally assaulted, but :nedical ex- 
amination disproved this theory-— 
found, in fact, no evidence of any sex- 
ual basis for the crime. Investigation 
of Rose’s life also failed to yield a 
clew. There had been a rumor that 
the young woman had a great deal of 
money, inherited from her father, but 
members of her family said she had 
only a few dollars in cash and her 
inheritance was in real estate which 
had depreciated in value. 

With the routine investigation ap- 
parently doomed to failure, the police 
tried something else. They borrowed 
a “lie detector’ from the Crime Detec- 
tion Laboratory of Northwestern Uni- 
versity —and two of the laboratory ex- 
perts, Leonarde Keeler and L. M. Wil- 
son, to apply it. Then they summoned 
several persons and questioned them, 
with the instrument recording their 
blood pressure, respiration and heart 
action as they gave their answers. 

Rose's step-father, Jacob Mark, and

her two step-brothers, Sam and David, 
were quostioned under these condi- 
tions. Two other men also were re- 
quired to take the ‘‘lie detector’ test. 
They were Sol Meyer and his son, 
Maurice, 22 years old, who lived on 
the same street as the Mark family, 
about two blocks separating the two 
houses. Young Meyer had known 
Rose since childhood. He was ope- 
rator and part owner of an overall] 
cleaning shop in Moline. During the 
first days of the investigation he acted 
as adviser to the dead girl’s family in 
its contacts with the police. 


O FAR as was disclosed, no one 
G vu incriminated by the “lie de- 

tector.’’ No one was held after the 
questioning. At best, the device could 
only direct suspicion toward one of 
those tested; courts have refused to 
uccept its record as legal evidence. 

But the ordeal apparently preyed on 
the nerves of young Meyer and caused 
him to make a serious mistake. Short- 
ly after he was interrogated, he disap- 
peared—fled from Rock Island in an 
automobile. His flight immediately di- 
rected suspicion to him and caused an 
intensive investigation of his possible 
connection with Rose Gendler’s death. 

It was learned then that Rose had 
telephoned to Maurice about 5:80 the 
last evening of her life and had asked 
him to meet her after she finished 
work. Girls at the store said they 
heard her talking to him, The young 
man had withheld this fact from the 
investigators and had said he did not 
see the gir) that night. 

Their suspicions thus strengthened, 
the investigators sought a_ tangible 
link between Maurice and the killing. 
They found it in a few ounces of dust. 
They took dust from the sack which

had held the girl’s body and compared 
it under the microscope with sweep- 
ings from Meyer's truck and the back 
room of his overall laundry. The dif- 
ferent samples of dust were alike in 
10 characteristica—a similarity which 
convinced the experts from the crime 
laboratory that the gunny sack had 
been in the overall laundry and also in 
the truck. 

On the strength of this evidence, 
authorities were preparing to send out 
circulars asking for young Meyer’s ar- 
rest, when he returned to Rock Island, 
consulted an attorney and surrendered 
to the police. After wandering over 
the country from Texas to California, 
he had yielded to the persuasion of his 
relatives, who, believing him to be in- 
nocent, had urged him to come back 
and face whatever charge was brought 
against him. 


Questioned again by the police, 
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Maurice readily admitted that Rose 
had telephoned to him the evening of 
December 21. In explanation of his 
failure to inention it before, he said: 
“T felt too tough about it. If I had 
met her she wouldn’t have died.”’ 

Then the inquisitors told him of the 
connection they had established be- 
tween the gunny sack and his laun- 
dry and truck. ‘‘We know you had 
Rose's body in your truck,’’ one of 
them said. ‘‘How did it get there if 
you didn’t put it there?’’ 

With that the prisoner’s resistance 
broke. ‘‘All right,’’ he cried, ‘‘I’ll tell 
you about it. But don’t get the idea 
I killed her. She hurt herself in a fall 
and I threw the body off the bridge 
because I was afraid no one would be- 
lieve me if I said I didn’t kill her.’’ 


E WENT on, then, and told his 
H story in detail. His statement 
was put in writing and he signed 
it. Omitting conventional prelude and 
conclusion, calculated to make it ad- 
missible in court, it read as follows: 
“Rose Gendler called me at 5:60 
p. m. Wednesday, December 21, 1932, 
from Davenport. at my shop in Mo- 
line, asking me if I was going to be in 
Davenport that evening, to which I re- 
plied ‘no.’ 
“IT left the shop to go home and 
urrived at 6 o’clock. Had supper, laid 
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down until about 8:30 

p. m. Then got up, 

went downtown to 

Hickey brothers cigar 
store at Nineteenth street and Third 
avenue, Rock Island, and left 
there about 9:30 to go home. Upon 
reaching Fifteenth street and Third 
avenue I recognized Rose in the 
street car and there being cars ahead 
of me, I let them pass and then fol- 
lowed the street car to Seventeenth 
street and Second avenue, to pick up 
Rose and take her home. Then driv- 
ing Seventeenth street, Rose men- 
tioned that she wanted to see a pic- 
ture I had in the shop, so we drove 
to the shop. 

“Arriving at the shop, I drove in 
through the rear entrance and walked 
through the shop to the office and got 
the picture, and also my watch, which 
I had left there that day. Upon return- 
ing to the truck, I found Rose had 
gotten out of the truck to go into the 
shop and had fallen on the ice and hit 
her head on the corner of the build- 
ing. I tried to revive her immediately 
and saw that I could not, so I picked 
her up, carried her into the shop and 
then tried again to revive her, which I 
failed to do. 

“T then became panicky and fright- 
ened, thinking I might be held as re- 
sponsible for her death. I then bound 
and gagged her, put her in a sack and 
carried her out to the truck, put her in 
and then drove around for a while, try- 
ing to decide what to do. I then de- 
cided to dispose of her body. I then

’ drove out to the Rock River bridge, 


Where ies Gude lived. 
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route 80, stopped my truck and then 
dropped her body off onto the ice. 

“I then drove back to Moline and 
on the way decided to write a ransom 
note to avert suspicion on myself, if 
any would arise. I went back to the 
shop and wrote the ransom note. I 
then went to the Mark residence and 
placed the note on the back door and 
then drove back downtown to the De 
Luxe Restaurant. and had a hot lem- 
onade and then drove home and went 
to bed,’’ 

Maurice went on trial in Rock Is- 
land before Judge Leonard EK. Telleen, 
waiving a jury. The State asked for 
the death penalty. The hearing last- 
ed more than a month, including days 
of testimony by medical experts for 
State and defense. Throughout the 
trial Meyer stuck to his story that he 


had not killed the girl; that h. 
merely found her apparently fa‘al) 
hurt and had yielded to panic in 
posing of the body. 

The State tried to prove by medica! 
testimony that Rose was not dead 


‘when she was thrown from the bridee 


Doctors said the head injury which 
Maurice said she had received when 
he found her lying beside the truck 
wuuld not have caused her death in 
mediately, although it might have re 
sulted fatally in a few hours, possibly 
a day or two. They were inclined 
think that a crushed lung, received | 
the fall from the bridge, was the direc! 
cause of death. The argument on this 
point involved the question of wheth- 
er a person's blood circulates 
after death. Blood had been 
found in the girls pleu- 
ral cavity, and the State con- 
tended that condition would 
not have existed if she had 
been dead before she received 
the lung injury. 

In response to the defense 
contention that Maurices 
course of action had been dic- 
tated by panic, the State 
argued that sufficient time 
must have elapsed before he 
threw the girl off the bridge 
to allow him to regain some 
composure and realize the 
consequences of his act.

Two men were killed in the acci- 
dent which interrupted Doty’s fishing 
trip. Doty and three companions were 
driving north of here near Covington 
when their machine ran off the high- 
way, turned over and caught fire. One 
of the occupants was killed instantly. 
A second died before he could be taken 
to a hospital. A thira was slightly in- 
jured. Doty was taken from the wreck- 
age with his back burned to the bone 
and one arm badly seared. 

At the hospital it was determined 
that in order to have a chance for life, 


the injured man would have to be kept 
in a high temperature until the burned 
flesh on his back healed sufficiently 
to permit grafting of new skin on the 
wound. It might take months at best 
and he might not even live through it. 
Would he be willing to undergo such 
torture? He would. And so the 
heroic treatment began. 

A special oven was constructed at 
the hospital and Doty was placed in it. 
Because of the condition of his back 
he had to lie most of the time on his 
etomach and day and night he had to 
endure a heat of 102 degrees. Through- 
out the long hot summer of 1931 he 
lay there baking, but summer didn't 


make any particular difference. It was 
always summer in that oven. By fall 
the doctors began to see some improve- 
ment in the condition of the flesh on 
his back, but it was still far from be- 
ing in a shape to permit grafting of 
skin. He would have to stay longer 
in the oven. So he spent the winter 
in it. 

‘‘T waa glad to see winter come,” he 
relates, ‘‘hbecause the hot summer al- 
most got me. In winter the heat was 
still 102 degrees, but it looked cooler 
anyway.’’ 

Spring came and found Doty still 
lying on his stomach and still baking. 
He faced a second blistering summer. 
And then, just as hot weather was 
beginning, the doctors decided at last 
that skin could be grafted on his back. 
80 during the second summer he had 
to endure not only the oven’s heat, 
but also the discomfort of skin graft- 
ing.’ That was a slow and tedious 
process. Bit by bit, however, the sur- 
geons took skin from unburned parts 
of his body and placed it over the 
burned area. Doty stood it without a 
whimper. He says he didn’t mind it 
very much now because he was sure 
he was going to get well. That was 
what mattered most. His young wife 


and small son came to him every day 
and that helped considerably. 

Finally, when summer was over 
and cooler weather was on hand, he 
was allowed to leave the oven and 
was taken home. He stiff had to lie 
on his stomach while ,his back was 
healing, but at any rate he was out of 
that blistering heat. With continued 
patience he would be able to walk in 
a few months. 

Early this spring, almost two years 
trom that eventful night when he had 
his encounter with death, Doty was 
allowed to get on crutches. 


HIS was only to last for a week, 
however. A week after May 3, 
the second anniversary of his ac- 
cident, he threw the crutches down and 
walked by himeelf. 

Then three days later he was forced 
to return to the oven again. Some of 
the skin on his leg broke open and 
infection set in. For another month 
of hot weather he baked, but, after all, 
it wasn’t much hotter in the oven than 
out of it. When finally he got out a 
short time ago he at once started plan- 
ning, with some friends, to complete 
that fishing trip he started more than 
two years ago.

Dr. A. S. W. Rosen- 
bach, noted collector, and now being 
exhibited in his New York library. 

As rare manuscripts, the 70 letters 
in the collection are worth $1,000,000 
or more. But as human documents, 
offering an intimate glimpse of the 
hearts and minds of famous person- 
ages they are priceless, for they elo- 
quently reveal a phase of the life of 
the great persons who wrote them that 
most histories either entirely ignore or 
refer to with discreet brevity. 

The letters form a veritable lexicon 
of love, for they cover a wide range 
of emotion, from the burning flame 
of Keats’ tragic passion for Fanny 
Brawne to the urbane, intellectualized 
tenderness of Benjamin Franklin for 
Madame Brillon. But all of them are 
not ardent expressions of emotion. The 
letters of the romantics—Keats, Shel- 
ley, Poe—are deeply moving. But 
many of the others fail to suggest the 
ecstasy to be found in a batch of 
breach-of-promise letters, while the 
authors of some of these billets-doux 
even seemed to think there was no 
lack of appropriateness in conveying 
such tender information as the rising 
price of fish in London and the vary- 
ing efficacy of certain types of physic. 

One of the rarest and most valuable 
letters in the entire collection, and at 
the same time probably the most mov- 
ing, was written on January 4, 1848, 


b> Edgar Allan Poc to George Eve- 
eth, bis fricnd and publisher. It is a 
reply to a ietter from Eveleth. In it 


Poe makes a number of interesting an- 
swers to questions about vuarious of 
his stories, but the most valuable por- 
tion of this letter is Poe’s explanation 
of the tragedy in his life that led 
him to seek relief in drunkenness.

This 
‘evil’ was the greatest which can be- 
fall a man. Six years ago, a wife, 
whom I[ loved as no man ever loved 
before, ruptured a blood vessel in sing- 
ing. Her life was despaired of. I took 
leave of her forever and underwent all 
the agonies of her death. She recov- 
ered partially and I again hoped. At 
the end of a year the vessel broke 
again—I went through precisely the 
same scene. Again in about a year 
afterward. Then again—again—again, 
and even once again, at varying inter- 
vals. Each time I felt all the agonies 
of her death—and at each accession 
of the disorder I loved her more dear- 
ly and clung to her life with more des- 
perate pertinacity. But I am consti- 
tutionally sensitive—nervous in a very 
unusual degree. I became insane, with 
long intervals of horrible sanity. Dur- 
ing these fits of absolute unconscious- 
ness I drank, God only knows how 
often or how much. As a matter of 
course, my enemies referred the in- 
sanity to the drink rather than the 
drink to the insanity. I had, indeed, 
nearly abandoned all hope of a perma- 
nent cure when I found one in the 
death of my wife. This I can and do 
endure as becomes a man—it was the 
horrible, never-ending oscillation be- 
tween hope and despair which I could 
not longer have endured without total 
loss of reason. In the death of what 
was my life, then, I receive a new, but, 
Oh God! how melancholy an ex- 
istence!”’ 

The wife to whom Poe refers in this 
letter was, of course, his beautiful 
cousin, Virginia Clemm, whom he mar- 
ried in 1836. She died, in the manner 
described in the above letter, in 1847, 
and Poe followed her to the grave 18 
months tater—less than a year after 
writing the letter to Eveleth. 

The love affair between John Keats 
and Fanny .Brawne was also tragic, 
and in one sense even more poignant, 
in that Keats never lived to realize his 
great longing to make her his wife. 
There are three of his letters to Fanny 
Brawne in the collection. In one of 
them he refers to the ‘“‘weight and 
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OU say, ‘Can you hint to me

tightness’’ in his chest—the consump- 
tion that was the great obstacle to his 
marriage to Fanny and that was soon 
to carry him off. 

“TIT will resent my heart being made 
a football,’’ he cries in one of the let- 
ters, protesting against the uncertainty 
of her devotion. ‘‘You will call this 
madness. I have heard you say that 
it was not unpleasant to wait a few 
years. You have other amusements. 
Your mind is away. You have not 
brooded over one idea as I have, and 
how’ should you? You are to me an 
object intensely desirable; the air I 
breathe in a room empty of you is un- 
healthy. I am not tne same to you, 


so you can wait.’ 
A eccusators letters he breaks out: 
‘“‘My Dearest Girl—-You do not 
feel as I do—you do not know what it 
is to love—one day you may—your 
time is not come....For inyself, I have 
been a martyr the whole time, and for 
this reason I speak; the confession is 
fore’d from me by the torture.

Unlike Keats, Shelly was more for- 
tunate in love; indeed, too fortunate, 
for it was his inability to return the 
devotion of Harriet, his first wife, that 
led to many of his diffciulties. In a 
letter of his, transcribed in the hand of 
Mary Wollstonecraft Shelley, his sec- 
ond wife, to whom it was addressed, we 
find a clear indication of success in 
the very field where Keats so sadly 
failed: 

‘‘My Dearest Love: I accept your 
kind present of your picture. I wish 
you would get it prettily framed for 
me. I will wear for your sake upon 
my heart this image which is ever 
present in my mind... .’’ 


And in a letter written to 
him by Mary Shelley, who is 
known today for having writ- 
ten the novel ‘‘Frankenstein,”’ 
we find that her love did not 
blind her to an understanding 
of certain aspects of Shelley’s 
temperament. 

“My Sweet Love,” she be- 
gins a letter to him while he 
was in England vainly trying 
to gain custody of his two 
children left motherless by the 
suicide of Harriet, ‘You were

The collection also contains letters

It was in 
vain that persons near her sought to 
console her by telling her that it was 
all just a game.

They cheered at the wrong moments, 
usually just because the bullfighter 
escaped unhurt after getting close to 
the bull. Miss England and her moth- 
er sought in vain to escape before the 
fiesta was over. Miss Denmark ven- 
tured only an occasional peek toward 
the arena, sitting with her back turned 
or with her head down all the time. — 

The toreros vied in gallantry and 
bravery before the beauties.

HE famous letters of Benjamin 
Franklin to Madame  Brillon. 
written while he was Minister to 
France, are among the wittiest and 
most entertaining of all love letters 
and plainly indicate why Franklin has 
been called the first civilized American. 
In one of these letters he writes: ‘| 
had not the happiness, my dear friend, 
to see you on Wednesday evening, be- 
cause my horses were at Paris with the 
young man,*and I have neither fee; 
hor wings. If I bad wings, I should 
have flown to you, and I think I should 
sometimes scratch on the window ot 
your bedchamber. It was very mis- 
chievous of Nature to deny us the ad- 
vantages that she has wasted so pro- 
fusely on all the little good-for-nothing 
birds and flies.’’ 

Lord Nelson’s love affair with the 
charming and beautiful Lady Hamilton 
is almost as famons as his naval vic- 
tories. Among these letters is one 
written from his flagship, the Victory, 
on August 19, 1805, during his last 
visit to England before his victory 
and death at Trafalgar. In this let- 
ter Lord Nelson expresses his undy.- 
ing love for his ‘‘Déarest Emma,” 
ang says, ‘‘l shall, my Emma, re- 
joice to have you in my arms, 
when 1 need not envy: a King!” 

The rarest, most valuable letter 
in the entire collection, however, is. 
in the strict sense, not a letter at all, 
but a famous poetic communication. a 
poem by the great Elizabethan, Ed- 
‘mund Spenser, written entirely in his 
own hand. This is the only known 
literary manuscript of Spenser in ex- 
istence. He wrote it on a blank page 
of his own copy of ‘The Fairie 
Queene,’ published in 1590, which he 
afterwards presented with this poem 
to Elizabeth Boyle, then his betrothed, 
later his wife. The poem is the first 
sonnet of the famous Amoretti. 
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wife, whom he greets as ‘‘My 
Dearest Life."’ His letters breathe the 
very air of constancy, although in re- 
cent years discovery of additional Bos- 
wellian papers indicate that the biog- 
rapher of Dr. Johnson was not as 
single in his affections as his letters to 
Margaret Montgomerie might suggest.
